The steam ships were seized 
last November, and although efforts 
w’ere m ade by the American owners 
to obtain an early trial, the British 
authorities set the bearing for June 
The bearing closed last month.

the am ount of goods which, under 
norm al conditions, would have been 
taken to that port.
